The w riter instructed the Colum ­ 
biana woman to obtain $ 1 0 and $ 2 0 
bills and p u t, them in a package 
wrapped in a towel. She was fu rth ­ 
er Instructed to go to her garage 
at 
8 p. rn. M onday, get into her 
autom obile and drive north from 
the village on Route 46 a t about 
30 miles an hour. She was told th a t 
their car would 
appear back of 
her a t a certain tim e and, when 
the car lights "blinked” three tim es, 
she was to drop the package of 
m oney to the highway.
